Lait Night a Courier arrived from the King’s 
Head Quarters at Hennersdorff near Gorlitz in Upper 
Lufatia, with News, thatthe Pruffians, upon centring that 
Province, had met a Saxon Detachment under General 
Buchner, confitting of one Regiment of Foot and three 
of Horfe, attacked and defeated them; that they had al- 
moft cut to pieces the Prince of Gotha’s Reg'inent of 
Foot, and difperfed the Horfe; made the faid General 
Prifoner, befides a good Number of Officers and 800 
Soldiers, and taken three Colours, one Standard and a 
Pair of Kettle Drums, and that the Army was marching 
towards Gorlitz, in order to attack Prince Charles of 
Lorrain.

Prince 
Henry is not yet arrived. 

Drefden, Nov.27. N.S. On the 234 inft. about 2 in 
the Afternoon, a ftrong Party of Pruflians, which fome 
fuppofe to have been the Avant Guard of their Army, aid 
of 16000 Men, unexpectedly attacked at Hennersdortt 
near Lauban in Lufatia, a Saxon Regiment commanded 
ty John Adolph Prince of Gotha, to whofe Succour 
came 6 Squadrons of Saxon Horie, which enabled the 
Intautry to form in fome Order of Battle, but being o- 
verpowered, and almott furrounded, that Regiment, af- 
ter fighting bravely and lofing a great many Men, was 
obliged to furrender to the Enemy. The fix Squadrons 
likewife behaved very well, but three of them are de- 
ftroyed, and the Major General Buchner, who led them 
on, is taken Prifoner. His Highnefs fceing his Regiment 
loft, pierced with 6 Huffars through the Pruffians and e- 
fcaped. Itis reported, thar the King of Praffia was with 
the faid Detachment of his Troons, and thar his whole 
Army followed ; from whence it isthought poffivle that 
a general Aétion may enfue, if Prince Charles, whofe 
segular Troops now contitt of about 34000 Men, be 
ftrong enough, and fo potted as to ftand his Ground. 
The Corps which came from the Rhine, commanded by 
General Grune, has received Orders to change its Route 
and join his Highnefs. It is allo reported that the King 
of Pruf§a was at Gorlitz the 25th init. where he took the 
Garrifon of soo Men, and feized the principal Maga- 
zine which the Allies had formed ftw their Subfiftance, 
and had likewifedemanded of thatT’own 100000 Florins, 
threatning the Magiftrates and Country with military 
Exeeution, if the faid Sum was not immediately col- 
Jeéted and delivered. It is further faid, that he was on 
full March towards Ottritz, in order to attack Prince 
Charles who was at Z'ttau. 

Wiltiamftadt, Nov.26. Yefterday in the Afternoon ar- 
rived here one of the Newcatile Tranfports; it was fe- 
pirated from the Fleet Jatt Tucfday, which came in this 
Day; the whole confifts of 14 Sail, 12 of which will 
take in the Two Troops of Ligouier’s, and Four Troops 
of General Hdwley’s: The Embarkation will begin on 
Sanday Morning, and jt is hoped all will be on board 
by Tucfdxy Night. The other two Tranfports, with 
one that was leit behind of the laft Embarkation, will 
ttke in a¥out s00 Foot, which are now here from the 
Hofpital, and returned Prifoners from France. 

Hapue, Dec. 3. N.S. By our laft Advices from France 
we hear, that a Corps of Troops belonging to the Army 
of the Infant in Italy, had furprized the little Town of 
Chivas, about Five ns ues from Turin. 

Whitehall, Nov. 25, P.dvices from Penrith of the 20th

Letters from Kendal of the a1ft bring Advice, that a- 
bout'120 Horfe, belonging to the Rebels, were come 
into that Town, and that Orders had been given for pre- 
paring Quarters for 2000 Foot, which were to be there 
that Evening under the Command of Lord George Mur- 
ray. Letters of the 22d from the fame Place fay, that 
the Rebels were arrived there, and that they gave out that 
they propofed to be at Lancaiter upon the 23d. 

By Advices of the 22d from Penrith, the Highland Ar- 
my which marched in there on the 21ft was to halt that 
Day. The Pretender’s Son with his Houfhold, came 
in at the Head of a Regiment of Foot, about three that 
Afternoon; that by ihe beft Reckoning that could be 
made at Emont and Fallowfield-Bridge, the whole of 
their Army did not exceed 7ooo Men; that the Body of 
regular Horfe is very inconfiderable. There are not as 
yet above 30 Haflars, befides thofe that marched with 
the Van Guard Yefterday to Kendal; that Carlifle was 
left with only about 100; that they talked of great Num- 
bers who were to join them from Scotland; that old 
Glenbucket was gone forward with Lord Elcho; that 
their Train of Artillery did not amount to above 16 
fmall Field Pieces ; that their Baggage Waggons, which 
were about 20 in Number, were very flenderly guard- 
en, fome of them being drawn by three,and others by two 
Horfes, and that it was expeéted thatthe whole Body 
would march from Penrith upon the 24th. 

Whiteball, Nov. 26. By Advices from Liverpool of 
the24th,there is an Account,that 9 Men belonging to the 
Army of the Rebels came into Burton about one o’Clock 
in the Afternoon of the 23d, and demanded Quarters for 
100 Horfe and 7oo Foot. Letters trom Lancaiter of 
the 24th take Notice, that the Van of the Rebel Army, 
contifting of the Numbers above, arrived there that Day;

His.R. HighnefS the Duke of Cumberland fet out 
hence this Morning in a Pott Chaife, and propofed to 
reach Litchfield this Night being 96 Miles from Lon- 
don. A Report is fpread here of Admiral Martin’s 
having taken and deitroyed a Part of the brett Squadrons; 
but as the Gazzette makes no mention of it, we doubt 
if it has any Foundat‘on. 

We hear from Montrofe, that the Rebels have niade a 
Shift to get Poffeffion of the Hazard Ship of War, and 
have brought her into that Harbour. Ihe Account gi- 
ven of that Affair, and which is thing fingular, runs 
thus, That in the Beginning or | k Capt. idill, of 
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th: Hazard, fent a Party efhore in his Boats, and feized 
all the Cannon and Armson board the Ships in that Har- 
bour, which he put on board a Veffel, in order to be 
tranfported to Leith; That in the Night following a Par- 
ty of 200 Highlandmen came in there, and kept very 
quict, permitting no Intelligence to go out to the Cap- 
tan, who next Day fent his long Boat with 20 Men on 
hore t make further Search for Arms, as fuppofed; 
That the Highlandmen as foon as they obferved the 
Boat aground, ruthed forward, killed one Man, and 
made the re{t Prifoners, without being obferved by thofe 
on board the Ship. They afterward, with the Afiittance 
of fome Seamen, «manned out feveral Bouts, and boldly 
ooarded the Veflel loaded with Canuon and Arms, which 
rede at fome Diftance’from the‘Hazard, and made thems 
{elves Mafters of her. They next, with the Help of that 
Ship, attacked the Hazard, who, having loft { many of 
ber Crew, was obliged to ftrike after fome Refiftance. 

It is faid, they have given the Command of the Hazard,
